T Cae recsi t, dated Nov. 22, 1963, regarding a carton of photographic 
film, undeveloped except for X-reys, delivered to IBS for safekeeping.'’ 

"An original sad aim pink copies of Certificate of Bsath (Nav. Med.M)” 

^"Authorization for post mortem examination signed by the Attorney Ceaarsl* 
and dated Ncv. 22, 1553." 

A copy of the original of the death certificate will suffice. 

If any other items relevant to the autopsy have come to light or been 
transferred to toe Archives since my requests, I would also appreciate copies 
of them. 


If eay receipts were given by of for Admiral Berkley, I would like 
them also, please. And if any other receipts, memoranda, letters or notations of 
any kind in say way relating to or about the pictures and X-rays of the autopsy 
sra in the Archives, 1 would like copies of them, too.
